Consequently, | request you 
to ask the concerned political coalition to present to you 
as soon as possible one or several candidates to the post 
of prime minister, in strict respect of the government 
agreement. Regards.

For his part, the president of the Republic has just asked 
the opposition parties to forward proposals on another 
candidate to the post of prime minister. Here 1s the content 
of the letter sent to the parties’ legal representatives: 


Honorable legal representatives. Following the discus- 
sions that we have been having in recent days with 
political parties and the civil society, and after reading 
letter No. [number indistinct] of the prime minister in 
which he acknowledges that there is no longer consensus 
regarding his person, we ask you to propose a new 
candidate to the post of prime minister. The proposal 
must strictly respect the government agreement. espe- 
cially its Articles 24 and 25, Paragraph One. Regards.

Kanyenkiko has not remained firm throughout the political 
crisis prevailing in his country. Mr. Kanyenkiko, who was 
still saying on !4 February that ne would not resign, has 
finally done so, explaining to President Sylvestre Ntiban- 
tunganya that he was no longer supported by the opposition 
parties. This resignation, which is considered as the victory 
of Charles Mukasi and his party, the '/nion for National 
Progress [Uprona], on the contrary irritates the ruling Front 
for Democracy in Burundi [Frodebu], whose representative 
in France, Gregoire Birayunuma, has called on the interna- 
tional community to intervene for the restoration of legality 
in Burundi. He also told our correspondent, Mohamed 
Issoufou Saliou, that the trend being taken by the events in 
his country is worrying. Let us listen to Mr. Birayvunuma: 
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[Begin recording] [Birayunuma] We are very concerned, 
since finally in Burundi we note that people only pre- 
tend. Mr. Kanyenkiko pretended to resist the putschists. 
but now we realize that we made a mistake. This change 
of attiiude reminds us of what former head of state 
Pierre Buyoya did in the past. Mr. Buyoya pretended to 
hand over power to the late President Melchior Nda- 
daye, but finally we realized that he was involved in the 
1993 coup d’etat against him. The Army also pretended 
to accept the people’s will, but today it continues to 
support the Uprona. It is in view of all those facts that we 
are very concerned, and I think that the international 
community must assess the seriousness of the tragedy 
looming in Burundi. This is because the democrats are, 
after all, determined not to give up the power that they 
democratically seized from the putschists who also, on 
their part, are determined to combat the democrats. 


{Saliou] Do you have the impression that Mr. Mukasi 
has just won a great victory which can prompt him to ask 
more than what he has gotten? 


{Birayunuma] Since the Rwandan Patriotic Front seized 
power in Kigali, Rwanda, the Uprona has become ambi- 
tious, because the Burundian putschists say: We can’t see 
why we will give up power to the democrats, while in 
Rwanda, our ethnic brothers, that is the Tutsis in 
Rwanda, seized power through guns. That is why | am 
concerned, but one should not confuse Rwanda and 
Burundi. Democrat Burundians seized power democrat- 
ically, and intend to keep it jealously, and I think that 
they will use every possible means. [end recording] 


“veryone 1s, therefore, of the view that Mr. Mukasi, who 
launched a general sirike in Burundi on 14 February to 
obtain Prime Minister Kanyenkiko’s resignation and the 
formation of a new government, should be jubilant. But 
that is wrong, Mr. Mukasi says. For Mr. Mukasi, whom 
correspondent Salhiou has just talked to on the telephone, 
there is no victory of one side over the other. Let us listen 
to Mr. Mukast: 


[Begin recording] [Mukasi] There is no question of 
talking of victory. We hope to put in place a government 
rapidly so that the Uprona officials can turn to the major 
challenges confronting the country today.

{Mukasi] No, this is not part of my immediate plans. 


[Saliou] According to you, what might be the top prior- 
ities of this new government? 


{Mukasi] The top priorities will be restoration of peace

Strike Enters Second Day; Explosions Reported

acts of intimidation like anonymous death threats on the 
telephone or morning grenade explosions reported in 
various areas of the town. 


As expecied, and for the second consecutive day, gov- 
ernment and private sector offices, banks, shops, and 
even the Bujumbura central market place as well as 
schools remained closed. The movement of cars and 
passers-by was greatly reduced in town today as if it were 
a public holiday afternoon. Security forces, whose 
number has been increased, sealed off hotels.

[Kanyenkiko] You know, we do not have any share of 
responsibility in the work stoppage sinc’ we are calling on 
the workers to deal with their normal business becaus* we 
think that political problems must be solved through the 
mechanisms set up by the government convention which 
was signed by all the political partners. And it is precisely 
these political partners who are now ordering workers not 
to go to work. And, according to the mechanisms men 

tioned above, any dispute can be settled as long as the 
partners agree to respect them as they are bound to do by 
their signing of the government convention. There is, in 
particular, the conciliation body which has already held a 
meeting 2nd which asked Uprona, or the Uprona 
chairman, to produce the grievances which he intends to 
present against the prime minister. 


I] would even say that we have said that we accorded the 
conventional mechanisms the importance they deserve 
and that on this we will not give in under any circum- 
stances, as giving in now would mean forgetting all about 
the government convention, a convention which was the 
result of much effort on our part. 


[Correspondent] If the crisis being experienced by 
Burundi [words indistinct], what do you envisage” 


[Kanyenkiko] The government met to take measures on 
what is happening. We think that these measures will 
work, if all the forces who matter in this country commit 
themselves. I refer here especially to the security forces 
which have an important role in making people obey the 
laws ar |, above all, in not giving in to terrorism and 
intimic :tion. On this we think that, as things stand at the 
moment, we should (?continue working). 


And the workers, the Burundi peopie, should not give in 
to this terrorist-styled way. This is because, if we do so, 
we will tomorrow give free rein to all the forms of 
terrorism possible and especially to those of members of 
the extremist ranks whose only desire is to plunge our 
country into civil war. And we are fighting with all our 
strength so that any dispute is solved within the frame- 
work of the government convention and Burundian 
laws, not through street demonstrations. And we insist 
that the government strongly opposes these intrigues by 
politicians who describe them as politicians while they 
themselves do not respect the mechanisms and struc- 
tures which they set up. [end recording] 


Mr. Charles Mukasi, the Uprona party chairman, also 
explained where the dead!ock lies. He speaks on the micro- 
phone of our colleagues [word indistinct] Karimana. 


[Begin recording} [Mukasi] In fact, there should be no 
deadlock since, a week ago, when we had a meeting with the 
president of the Republic in the framework of conciliation, 
it was agreed that the opposition had to inform the presi- 
dent of the Republic in writing that the opposition political 
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parties had withdrawn their confidence in Anatole Kany- 
enkiko in his capacity as prime minister. This was done as 
early as the following day. The problem is that the president 
of the Republic promised, before the conciliation structure, 
that immediately after the written declaration of no- 
confidence against Kanyenkiko, he would ask the opposi- 
tion to make a proposal on who would be the new prime 
minister, on who would be the new candidate for the post of 
prime minister. This has not been done by the president. 


Instead, attempts have been made aimed at dividing the 
opposition, dividing each party internally and putting 
divisions between opposition political parties themsel, °s. 


And we noted that this was an extremely harmful oper- 
ation taking into consideration national interests which 
demand that it is high time for the rapid and efficient 
establishment of a government of consensus and one 
capable of dealing rapidly with the great national chal- 
lenges and interests. This is what is unacceptable: 
indulging in divisive moves instead of dealing with 
fundamental problems. 


The mechanisms to be set in motion are known, they are 
stipulated in the government convention. And I think 
that he, the president of the Republic, should keep his 
promise. He promised that he would ask us to submit to 
him the name of a new candidate for the post of prime 
minister. And he should do it, he should put this in 
writing and express this clearly and inform the whole 
nation of the fact that he is ready to respond to the 
opposition’s demand. We have been demanding this for 
more than a month now and I think it is time to set in 
motion mechanisms likely to achieve this end without 
delay because the Burundian people can no longer tol- 
erate being ruled in an inadequate and inefficient

{[FBIS Translated Excerpt] An ordinary meeting of gov- 
ernment members has been held under the chairmanship 
of Sylvestre Ntibantunganya, the head of state. 


Two points were on the agenda: the political situation 
prevailing in the country, a situation which is linked to 
the crisis resulting from the conflict between the prime 
minister and the opposition Union for National Progress 
{(Uprona], and the regional conference on refugees, 
returnees, and displaced people slated to take place in 
Bujumbura. Here is an account of the government 
meeting by the minister of communication and govern- 
ment spokesman, Mr. Germain Nkeshimana. 
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[Begin Nkeshimana recording] The president of the 
Republic presented the first point, that is the political 
situation prevailing in the country, which 1s linked to the 
crisis resulting from the dispute between the prime 
minister and Uprona. He first informed the Council of 
Ministers of the steps already taken, and the progress 
already achieved in the process of resolving the crisis. 
Ultimately, he informed the council that the process of 
resolving the issue is at a sufficiently advanced stage, and 
that it will soon end successfully provided everything 1s 
within the framework of the government convention. 


After an analysis of the issue, and a careful assessment of 
the political situation in the country, the Council of 
Ministers made the following decisions: 


1. To those who wish to solve the conflict through violent 
and illegal means, the Council of Ministers reiterated 
that the government can in no way tolerate the settle- 
ment of political disputes in the streets through black- 
mail, intimidation, or any other form of terronsm. 


The government reiterated once again that the conven- 
tion framework is there for that purpose. In this regard, 
the Council of Ministers, therefore, recommended that 
the security forces should deal ruthlessly with anyone 
involved in disrupting peace and security. 


2. The public order police and the security forces have 
been urged by the Council of Ministers to deal ruthlessly 
with people, especially youths involved in this sort of 
terrorist behavior, and who are preventing civil servants 
from going to their places of work. 


3. The Council of Ministers has decided that, henceforth, 
civil servants should be paid on the basis of the number 
of days they are on duty. In this regard, each ministry has 
been urged to submit a report to the Civil Service 
Ministry concerning precisely the services rendered by 
the civil servants. 


4. Because it has been regrettably noticed that the 
majority of privately owned newspapers are inciting 
ethnic hatred instead of providing the public with objec- 
tive information, a recommendation has been made for 
the creation of a specialized unit within the judiciary to 
monitor the media. The justice minister has been 
instructed to implement this measure. 


5. Members of the political community, who are still clean, 
have been invited by the Council of Ministers to be more 
visible, and to adopt a common stand to denounce those 
who advocate conflict-solving through violent and illegal

Clashes Occur in Bujumbura

Overnight fighting in northern Bujumbura took 
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Burundi’s tense capital into the third day of a general 
strike called by the Tutsi-led opposition to press the 
prime minister to resign. 


Witnesses reported armed clashes despite a curfew slapped 
on the city in December at the height of a political crisis 
among the Tutsis and majority Hutus, which has threat- 
ened to plunge the country into a bloodbath. 


Grenade explosions were heard in the central working- 
class Mbuisa district, but no details of casualties were 
available as the strike took hold. 


Prime Minister Anatole Kanyenkiko, a moderate Hutu 
who nevertheless came from the mainly Tutsi Unity and 
National Progress (Uprona) opposition, wrote 
Wednesday [15 February] to the head of state and took 
“note that the consensus of opposition movement” was 
no longer behind him. 


In a letter to President Sylvstre Ntibantunganya, broad- 
cast on the national radio, Kanyenkiko asked him to 
have the opposition name one or more candidates to 
succeed him. 


The chairman of the opposition grouping, Terence 
Nsanze, told AFP that he did not consider that Kanyen- 
kiko’s resignation was “effective” on the strength of the 
letter. ““We suspect a delaying tactic,” said Nsanze, head 
of the Burundo-African Alliance for Salvation (ABAS). 
“So the strike will continue to force the prime minister 
really to resign.”’ [passage omitted] 


Nsanze said the opposition would meet on Thursday 
night to decide on a new candidate or candidaies from 
the ranks of Uprona, which has ended Kanyenkiko’s 
membership, but he added that no names would be 
released ‘“‘so long as the prime minister has not 
announced his effective resignation”. 


The crisis began in December when Kanyenkiko refused 
to bow to initial calls from Uprona to pull out of the 
coalition government amid a row, later defused, over the 
choice of parliamentary speaker. 


Bujumbura is currently hosting a three-day international 
conference among concerned central African states, 
donor nations and non-governmental organisations on 
the problem of the 3.8 million people displaced or made 
refugees by the conflicts of the region. 


The forum, jointly organised by the Organisation of 
African Unity (OAV) and the UN High Commissioner 
for Refugees, began on Wednesday and is due to explore 
all aspects of the issue and produce a programme of 
action, according to participants. 


The majority of the refugees and displaced people are 
Rwandans who fled the ethnic carnage that erupted in 
their country between April and July last year at a cost of 
between 500,000 and a million lives.

[FBIS Translated Text] [Braeckman] There 1s again a 
great deal of tension between the political parties. What 
is the Army’s position? 


{Daradangwe] I do not want to say anything about the 
positions of the political parties. The Burundian Army, 
in total neutrality, 1s seeking to ensure peace. That is why 
we banned the barricades in the city. The opposition 
proclaimed a general strike but people must nevertheless 
be able to circulate freely. As to the regional conference 
on refugees from the Great Lakes region, that will go 
ahead as planned, the Army is committed to that. The 
silent message 1s in a way that we seek to address 
everyone through our concrete actions. 


[Braeckman] The Army has often been criticized as 
mono-ethnic. What is your reply to this? 


[Daradangwe] I believe that the Army is one of the most 
solid institutions of the country and in the present 
turbulent situation it remains a reassuring pillar. 


As to the criticism of mono-ethnicity, this is an accusa- 
tion rooted in the country’s history. In reality, the Army 
is changing fast: With the help of the International 
Committee of the Red Cross and the International 
Center for Human Rights in Geneva, we are trying to 
change the Army from the inside. We hold courses where 
we study how an Army operates in a democratic country. 


Furthermore, our soldiers are learning how to participate 
in humanitarian actions, how to take part in the coun- 
try’s concrete reconstruction, and how to aid displaced 
persons, for example. We have also taken over the 
running of a hospital in Ruhigi open to civilians, the 
Bujumbura hospital, trained engineering units to repair 
roads and bridges. We also have peacemaking officers in 
the field... 


[Braeckman] But you must answer to this charge of 
mono-ethnic recruitment... 


{[Daradangwe] | repeat that it is a problem of perception. 
We in fact run recruitment programs all over the 
country. Do not forget that it is an Army of volunteers. 
These programs are open to everyone and, to facilitate 
procedures, we have decentralized the registration cen- 
ters and reduced the administrative formalities. For the 
ranks, we have 11,000 candidates for 1,800 places. For 
officers, there are 402 candidates for 80 places. And 150 
places for 450 candidates in the case of non- 
commissioned officers. 


[Braeckman] Exactly, so how is the selection made? 


[Daradangwe] We seek a transparent selection proce- 
dure. The procedure is supervised by deputies from the 
National Assembly, and also by representatives from the 
OAU, and French aid workers. Aptitude tests for non- 
commissioned officers are conducted by the university. 
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{[Braeckman] Nevertheless, observers point out that there 
are more Tutsi than Hutu candidates for a military career. 


{Daradangwe] You must realize that the northern prov- 
inces hardly send anybody to the Army. And young Hutu 
intellectuals have better career prospects in civilian 
society. A graduate can become a senior civil servant or 
even a minister quicker than he will become an officer. 
Our Army was trained by the Belgians and, as in Bel- 
gium, you must complete various training stages to 
arrive at the rank of officer. 


Ndadaye’s Killers, a Band of Madmen 


{Braeckman] The Burundian Army continues to reject 
any foreign intervention force, even after the attack 
which cost the life of President Ndadaye and which was 
committed by soldiers. 


{Daradangwe] I do not see what a foreign force could 
have done: Look at Somalia, Liberia, and Rwanda. 
Foreign troops were unable to stup anything there. As to 
the tragic events of October 1993, they were the work of 
a band of madmen. They not only assassinated the 
president of the republic, they brought the Army into 
disrepute. 


|Braeckman] Why is it that those individuals who you 
describe as madmen have not been brought before the 
courts? Why such impunity? 


[Daradangwe] Investigations are continuing at the mili- 
tary level. A group of killers have fled, some are in 
Kampala in Uganda, and one is under arrest in Kin- 
shasa. There are also soldiers in prison here. When the 
overall military investigation is completed. we will 
submit the conclusions to the civilian judicial authori- 
ties. There will be no impunity...

Refugees Denounce American ‘Interference’

ques today to denounce America’s desperate eagerness 
which has been interpreted as American interference in 
Rwanda’s internal affairs.

[Begin Kamanda recording] In two communiques issued 
in Goma and Kinshasa, respectively, the Rwandan ref- 
ugee community and the Rwandan Social Democratic 
Party denounced the American action, which is contrary

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Security Council Resolution 955. According to the two 
documents, the American initiative demonstrates 
instead an attempt to provide assistance and the 
Rwandan Patriotic Front [RPF] to [words indistinct] 
prove their own massacres and spare them from inter- 
national justice. 


According to the same sources, this initiative also aimed 
to consolidate the regime described as a minority, dicta- 
torial, and disavowed which was installed in Kigali by 
eliminating all the leaders of the leading political parties 
opposed to the RPF. The initiative is also reportedly 
aimed at starving the Rwandan refugees after presenting 
all of them as being supposedly responsible for the 
genocide of the Tutsi in order to force them to return 
Rwandan without their leaders, the same communiques 
stated. The Rwandan refugee community in Zaire and 
the Rwandan Social Democratic Party also denounced 
what they consider to be secret agreements between the 
RPF and the United States concerning the granting of a 
military base on the Rwandan territory to the United 
States, precisely in the (Moukesera) region, southeast of 
the country. Thus an appeal has been made in the 
communiques to fight against, and I quote, the new form 
of the expansion of the American hegemony and to fight 
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for justice and genuine national reconciliation 1n

That was a reference to an incident in October 1993 
when Somalis dragged the bodies of US Rangers through 
the streets after they had been killed in a fire-fight. 


The scene appeared on US television and precipitated 
the Americans’ retreat from Somalia in March last year. 


They had arrived in late 1992 with UN troops to halt the 
looting of food going to victims of a devastating famine, 
and to try to stop clan warefare. 


“America is the enemy of Islam and black people” 
proclaimed one poster at the rally, written in Somali. 
Another, in English, predicted that “30th Feb” would be 
a deadly day. 


Most UN civilians have already quit Somalia. Fewer than 
7,000 troops remain, and more than 400 are leaving daily. 


All are expected to be out by March 6 as US Marines and 
Italian troops protect their rear, and troops from six 
nations stand by on warships offshore while gunships 
patrol the skies.

It had been alleged that the military government left 
behind a deficit of R300 million [rands], he said.

He called for cohesion and decp belief in its aims, and 
asserted that its critics whe view this congress’ outcome 
as a sign of weakness are mistaken, because UNITA has 
chosen a message of peace for the Angolan people, to the 
detriment of war. 


“Despite the difficulties in achieving consensus on the 
Lusaka accords which we have encountered in our 
debate, we have finally succeeded in sending the whole 
world a message of peace and faith in our own covttry’s 
future. | hope that the world responds,” Savimbi ’ ‘ated. 


He defined himself as a man without political ambitions, 
asserting that otherwise he would have given up long ago. 
“In the course of my 35 years devoted to Africa, I have met 
with troubles, insults, and attacks, but my fight began not 
at schoo! but at home. It is impossible to deprive me of the 
legacy which my father left me—to struggle so that Afri- 
cans will live in freedom and dignity.” 


He stated that. despite having evidence that the 1991 
elections were rigged, UNITA opted “for opening the 
way to dialogue and not destroying the country further.”’ 


In Savimbi’s opinion, Angola cannot ignore its “African 
dimension, which must be not only deepened but also 
enlarged and defended, because that is its reality.” 


Before proclaiming the Lusaka accords period at an end, 
Savimbi said that his party chose the feasible paths to 
peace without doing so in a position of humiliation, as its 
opponents iniend.

Resistance [Renamo] conference continues behind 
closed doors in Quelimane, Zambezia Province. Journal- 
ists were barred from proceedings after provincial party 
delegates from Cabo Delgado and Niassa presented their 
reports. Although the conference is being held behind 
closed doors, we learned however that delegates have 
been accusing each other of failing in their work, making 
the party lose elections in five of the country’s provinces. 


The southern region was accused of doing little work 
during the electoral campaign. Delegates cited the con- 
stituency of Gaza, where Renamo failed to win a single 
deputy for the Assembly of the Republic. 


The report presented by the Cabo Delgado branch in 
northern Mozambique said Renamo lost elections in the 
province because Frelimo [Mozambique Liberation 
Front] registered minors and foreigners as voters and the 
voter registration process did not include the areas of 
Negomano, Tomas, (Tonairoto), and four islands in 
Mocimboa da Praia. The report also said Frelimo 
received anticipated votes in Nangade and Tanzania. 


The report presented by the Niassa provincial branch 
said bicycles, dishes, motorcycles, and other articles 
destined for that province during the electoral campaign 
ended up in Sofala and Nampula. The report also wanted 
to know why Renamo officials in Cuamba District are 
directly accountable to the organization's national head- 
quarters and not the provincial branch in Lichinga. the 
capital of Niassa Province. 


Also yesterday, a senior Renamo official attending the 
conference seized two Radio Mozambique cassettes, 
alleging we had recorded Renamo’s internal matters. He 
said he would return the cassettes after they were erased 
but so far we have not received them back. 


Restructuring To Affect Ululu

Resistance [Renamo] will undergo restructuring in 
department leadership in what has been described as a 
way to reorganize the party and inject new blood into the 
Organization. Manuel Pereira, Renamo delegate for 
Sofala Province and spokesman for the first Renamo 
national conference currently taking place in Quelimane, 
the capital of Zambezia Province, told journalists this 
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afternoon that [Renamo Secretary General] Vicente 
Ululu will be one of the people affected by the new 
measures, but he did not disclose who will be his party's 
new secretary general. Pereira claimed the conference 
still 1s discussing that issue. ; 


That official also explained that restructuring is aimed at 
adjusting the party to the country’s new reality and 
a:lowing Renamo’s deputies to the Assembly of the 
P.epublic to concentrate exclusively on legislative mat- 
ters by not allowing them to acquire duties. Our source 
said this conference is likely to outline the restructuring 
measures, and he added that the meeting also will 
approve the use of secret votes to elect provincial and 
district delegates. 


[Begin Pereira recording] However, now you also have 
the problem that the provincial and district dele- 
gates...[pauses} for instance, the provincial delegate used 
to be appointed by the president but now he must be 
appointed on the basis of the vote. There are so many 
candidates and whoever gets most of the vote becomes a 
delegate. Precisely because those elections still must take 
place, this is not going to happen right now. Be that as it 
may, I believe someone will be leading the proceedings 
of the [word indistinct]. (end recording] 
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The Renamo delegate for Sotala Province also disclosed 
that those delegates chosen by secret ballot will have 
mandates of at least two years. Commenting on the 
mutual accusations that have become characteristic of 
the meeting, Manuel Pereira said this type of thing can 
happen anywhere because some people want to become 
delegates or fill cther posts. Asked whether a power 
struggle is rocking Renamo at this stage, the Renamo 
national conference spokesman said simply, that 
problem is now over.

Taylor Refuses Peace Talks Invitation

Warlord Charles Taylor has refused an invitation to talks 
in the Liberian capital Monrovia aimed at breaking a 
deadlock in the country’s faltering peace process, a 
factional newssheet reported Wednesday [15 February]. 


“It is not feasible for me to come to Monrovia at this time 
because people are planning to assassinate me to abort the 
current peace accord,” Taylor told the New Patriot, but did 
not specify who wanted to kill him. The New Patriot is 
published by Taylor’s faction, the National Patriotic Front 
of Liberia (NPFL), the movement which sparked off a 
bloody civil war in December !989. 


Last week, four other candidates for the new council 
agreed to invite Taylor and United Liberation Move- 
ment (Ulimo) chairman Alhaji Kromah to come to 
Monrovia for further talks in a bid to break the impasse. 


The four included Armed Forces of Liberia (AFL) chief of 
staff General Hezekiah Bowen, all-Liberia national confer- 
ence nominee Oscar Quiah, traditional chief Tamba Taylor 
and Tom Woewiyu, who heads the Central Revolutionary 
Council (CRC) dissident wing of the NPFL. 


“I will only come to Monrovia for the inauguration of a 
new transitional government and not to further partici- 
pate in deliberations concerning the composition of the 
council of state,” the NPFL leader told the New Patriot, 
but denied claims by the African peacekeeping force 
ECOMOG [Economic Community of West African 
States Cease-Fire Monitoring Group] that his fighters 
were infiltrating Monrovia in preparation for an attack 
on the city. 


Under the latest peace accord. the new council of state, or 
collective presidency, should have been sworn in on January 
11. But inter-factionai disputes over ‘ts membership mean it 
has still not been set up over one month later. 


Taylor has rejected ihe candidacy of estranged ally 
Woewiyu, who was nominated to represent the so-called 
coalition forces on the body. Last year, Woewiyu split 
acrimoniously from Taylor, calling for the NPFL leader to 
be “killed like a snake” as the “obstacle”’ to peace in Liberia. 


Renewed fighting has been reported in southeastern 
Liberia between the NPFL and the rival Liberia Peace 
Council (LPC) faction. in violation of a ceasefire which 
came into effect on December 28. Clashes there have 
forced over 23,000 people to flee to safety in the port of 
Buchanan, 90 kilometres (55 miles) southeast of here,

Abacha, Opposition on Abiola Role in 
Government

third time in two months, the head of state, General Sani 
Abacha, received a delegation of the opposition led by 
Chief Anthony Enahoro, one of the leaders of the 
National Democratic Coalition, a rally of the opposition 
parties. Correspondent Tunde Fatunde has the details 
from Lagos: 


[Begin Fatunde recording] No communique was issued 
on the problems discussed. According to sources close to 
the Presidency in Abuja, the Nigeriai political capital, 
no agreement was reached on the burning issues that are 
of interest for the general public. 


Concerning the upcoming formation of the new Federal 
Government, Gen. Abacha is said to have proposed an 
interim government with Chief Moshood Abiola, the 
presumed winner of the 12 June 1993 presidential elec- 
tions, as prime minister. Responding, Chief Enahoro, 
allegedly suggested that Chief Abiola, currently in deten- 
tion in Abuja, should become president of the Republic 
for a two-year period after which Nigerians might then 
elect their new president. 


Concerning the closure of the three independent major 
newspapers—THE PUNCH, THE GUARDIAN, AND 
CONCORD—this decision, according to Chief Enahoro, 
will not, in any away, help defuse the sociopolitical 
tension prevailing in the country. For his part, the head 
of state still insists that Chief Abiola will be released only 
if he rescinds his presidential mandate. As for the closed 
newspapers, they will be allowed to resume their activi- 
ties on condition that they do not demand damage from 
the government, he further said. In conclusion, the head 
of state is still demanding that these newspapers make 
public apologies to the government for embarrassing and 
insulting it. In short, it is a dialogue among the deaf that 
is prevailing between the military and the opposition.

Soccer’s FIFA Gives Country 2d Chance

tional Football Association, FIFA, has decided to give 
Nigeria a second chance in hosting the eighth junior 
world cup. At the end of its emergency meeting held 
earlier today in Zurich, FIFA decided that because of the 
inconsistencies in earlier reports concerning the exist- 
ence of cholera and meningitis epidemics in Nigeria, a 
team of its officials and those of the World Health 
Organization will be visiting Nigeria before the end of 
March to ascertain the correct situation on the ground. 
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According to FIFA spokesman (Keith Cooper), the 
implication of this latest development is that the cham- 
pionship will be inevitably rescheduled. It will be 
recalled that the Federal Government sent a high- 
powered delegation to FIFA headquarters in Zurich to 
protest the earlier decision stripping Nigeria of the 
hosting right of the youth championship.

Government Reports 9 Rebel Bases Captured

[FBIS Transcribed Excerpt] Freetown, Feb 14 (AFP)— 
Government troops killed 12 rebels in a weekend 
onslaught in which nine rebel bases were captured in the 
east of war-torn Sierra Leone, state radio here 
announced Tuesday [14 February]. 


Grenades, rocket launchers and military uniforms were 
captured after a three-hour battle in the Baoma area, 235 
kilometres (145 miles) southeast of Freetown, the station 
said. It added that the army was “now evacuating up to 
200 civilians who had been living in bushes to escape 
rebel atrocities.” 


The announcement follows the arrival here late Monday 
of a two-man delegation from the Commonwealth secre- 
tariat in London. 


Diplomats here said the mission chief, Moses Anafu, is 
to meet government officials and then join UN and 
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Organisation of African Unity (OAU) envoys already 
here to examine ways of getting rebel leader Corporal 
Foday Sankoh to the negotiating table “‘with the min- 
imum delay”. 


A military delegation from Nigeria on Monday met the 
head of the junta, Captain Valentine Strasser, to discuss 
the latest series of attacks. Nigeria has two battalions 
stationed in Sierra Leone to fight alongside government 
forces. 


Director General of Operations for the Nigerian army, 
Brigadier Danjadi Zakari, said the security situation has 
“created a lot of problems” for the west African region. 


Meanwhile, over 3,000 displaced people trying to reach 
their homes in war-affected areas have been ordered to 
return to the Gondama refugee camp near Bo, 170 
kilometres (105 miles) east of Freetown, which came 
under rebel attack at Christmas. 


Military personnel manning checkpoints on the route 
reportedly insisted they produce “clearance permits” 
from the authorities in Bo before continuing. 


Displaced farmer Munda Massaquoi told AFP by tele- 
phone that conditions in the Gondama camp were “very 
poor’’ and many believed they could make a better living 
at their homes near Pujehun, 210 kilometres (130 miles) 
southeast of Freetown. “Most of us have plantations 
from which we can eke out a living,” he said. 


A military spokesman said the decision had been taken 
“to ensure that there were no rebels or collaborators 
masquerading as returnees.” [passage omitted] 
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
